He stated that^ffud several places to cover in 
connection v/ith this matter; that Dillinger* s father and brother 
reside at Indianapolis and that Kinder also resides there and this 
angle will have to be covered; that there is an angle at Hamilton, Ohio, 
which has to be covered and also at Lebanon, Kentucky; that there is 
also a possibility" at Louisville. He stated that there was e shortage 
in personnel at Cincinnati but that Agent Nolen, of the Hew ^ork office, 
was at Cincinnati on subpoena and would complete his testimony shortly, 
and he requested authority to keep him there for the time being to 
help out in the emergency; that he thought he could handle this matter 
if Agent Nolan were permitted to remain. He was given authority to 
keep Agent Nolan there, unless he received instructions from the Division to the 
ccntraiy .

CARL T. ESLLMAN, rented an apartment, stating it was for herself 
and husband and without any Inquiry as to services furnished to seld 
apartment, paid $60*00 cash at the time; that subsequently she discovered 
that there were two women and three men occupying said apartment and ' 

. that they also appeared of rather suspicious action, and that they were V 
'assigned apartment £303, and since living ihere they haVe not permitted ' 
anyone. Including the janitor, to enter said apartment; that they have . : ~ 

not been seen to arrive and have never been seen departing in any automobile 
that they might possess; that someone is always at the apartment and 
they seldom leave the place* She states that she has nothing to offer 
that would tend to indicate anything out of the ordinary about these 
people other than their mysterious appearance at time of renting the 
apartment and the constant occupancy thereof, and^theix Jiabit-afjjjaviiig 
the, apartment through the bac k entrance and-aatering the same wayi 
was shown, by - a Post Office Inspector, to whom she reported theTmatter 
first,* picture of TQMM7 CARROLL, which she was unable to recognize as! .• 
being one of the occupants.

Lincoln Court Apartment House on the night of March 50*1954* and also ehecTced 
the registration of a new Hudson Sedan* which number had been fumiahed to 
Agent Nalls , by MRS* COFFEY* On the morning of March 3L ,1934* Agents Balls 
and Coulter t aooompanled by St*Paul Police Detective Henry Cuminga* pro* ; 
seeded to the Lincoln Court Apartments to question the individuals who vers 
living there under the name of MB* and MRS* CARL T.HEIIAIAH* being the in- 
dividuals whom MRS 4 COFFEY informed Special Agent in Charge Hannl were act- 
ing in a suspicious manner* ; There is attached hereto and mads a prt of this 
report* a memorandum by Special Agent B,L+Nalla, showing the results of this . 
inquiry and the happenings in the Tlclnlty of the Linooln Court Afartments* * > 
as follows I .. -< *'• ■V4' ; 



Following Report made to Special Agent in Charge Yemer Hanni by Mrs*'.: 
Coffey* resident manager f apartments located at 95 and 95 Lexington Avenues, 
St.Paul Minnesota* that ahe was auspicious of the oco^ants of Apartment 3D 3* 
93 Lexington Avenue* on the afternoon of March 50,1934* I exhibited to MRS* 

, COFFEY and th^ caretaker of the building photographs of the BAEKEMCARPXT GANG 
and other suspects In the BBBiffER KIDNAPING CASE but neither waa able to iden- 
tify photographs as being those of persons occupying apartanent 303* KS*;., 7i 
COFFEY stated aha was 'suspicious, of the people because they always used the * 
back entrance of the building and lore red their shades Just after dusk eadi * 
evening and kept than lowered until about 10s30 each morning; also* that on 
one occasion she sent the caretaker to the apartment to replace a bathroom 
fixture and the woman who oame to the door would not let the caretaker enter 
but took the fixture from him Infoanlng him that her husband would do the 
work himself; further* that the occupants seldom left tbs apartment and

•- MRS, COFFEY further Informed me that she rented the apartment to a MRS." V

On the night of March 50 « 1934* Agent Coulter and I kept apartment 303 * \ 
93 South Lexington Avenue* St*Panl*Minnesota* under surveillance for a con~ 
eiderafble period of time and failed to observe any unusual circumstance^. ^ ; 
or happenings* True enough* the shades In the living room of the apartment 
were lowered to within about three inches of the bottom* The shade in the 
kitchen was levered only half way but we Could not see into this room from 
the position which we had to taJqfan the street* Upon arrival* the shade in ' , 

the bathroom was lowered only halfway but this shade was later lowered to 
within three inches of the bottom later on* We likewise observed that the , 
shades in the adjoining apartment* similarly located In the building* were 
also lowered -and that should the occupants of either of these two apartments , 
desire any degrbe of privacy* the natural thing for them to do would be to 
lower the shades due to the location of the windows in other apartments in 
the building* While observing this apartment* we eould see through the 
limited space of vision* due to the lowered curtains, what appeared to be the 
forms of a man and a woman moving about at intervals from one room to another 
In a normal manner* Upon our return to the office we reported conditions

On the morning of March 31*1934* shortly aftey nine e'clo ck* Igent Coulter 
informed me that Inspector Borer wanted further investigation m de at this : ;

least rsason to suspect that the occupants of the apartment were in any way

I decided I could watch both the front and aide entrance leading into

A few seconds later* I observed what I thought to be a police squad ear 
pulling up in back of Agent Coulter's ear* I then circled the bloektooW 
serve whether any suspicious ears were around and returned to the position 
on Lexington I had Just previously vacated and noticed that there was no car 
in back of Agent Coulter’s and assumed that 1 must have been mistaken about 
the police squad ear# 1 decided to remain in position for a while*' At ap*»^ 
proxlmately 10:20 A»H** 1 observed a Green colored Ford V<*8 Coupe* bearing 
1934 Minnesota license B44»708 driving vest on Lincoln Avenue* Thle ear ^ r :

leads from Lincoln to the rear entrance of 95 and 95 Lexington Avenue*,! ; v". 
observed a man who stepped out of the left side of the ear, slammed the door ^

I could not get a good look at this man’s features* He appeared to be a 
little better than average height* about five feet ten or eleven* medium build* 
dark hair and was wearing a light brown top coat and light felt hat# 


At approximately 10:50 A«M«* 1 observed Agent Coulter cutting across the 
front lawn of the apartment building * moving hastily in a northeasterly direction; 
toward the intersection of Lexington and Lincoln Avenues^ He was exchanging / 
revolver shots with someone and in a moment I caught a glance of a man I 
recognized as being the person I had just previously seen leaving the Green 0^.: -.. 
Ford Coupe on Llncdh Avenue# The form of this man appeared for just a second •- 
and then he disappeared In back of the wing of the building# I did not see 
him again# I Jumped out of my ear and ran towards Coulter pointing out to 
him the Ford Coupe on Lincoln Avenue and yelled to him that the man who was 
shooting at him came in the car and Coulter who was then in direct line of the 
car aimed a shot which took effect in the left rear tire and disabled the car 
for getaway purposes* All the while I could hear reports of machine gun fire 
hut could not place Just where it was coming from* Seeing that Coulter was

uninjured and had the ear covered and sensing the need of surrounding the neigh 
borhood with police squad cars, I ran to the drug store at the corner af Grand 
and Lexington* nearby* and telephoned the police to Immediately send all avail* 
able squad cars to Lexington and Lincoln* I also tried to reach the St*Paui 
Office for assistance but both lines were busy* I immediately returned to tie, 
car which Coulter guarded during my absence and kept watch over the car until ' i

At or about 10:15 p.m., agents 
departed as their ear was the only one in the bloek, which is the only 
position from which the apartment could be observed, ae it was not desired -

7 On arriving at the office, agents reported to Inspector Borer ' ^ 

explaining that there was no unusual eotivity or suspicious circumstances,

There is attached hereto copy of an article which appeared on 
the front page of the Evening Star last night* I immediately called % 

Inspector Petty of the Norfolk Police and he stated he places no cre- 
dence in the article relative to Dlllinger being in Norfolk. He stated 
that the Norfolk Dispatch carried an article to the effect that Dillin- - 
ger had been recognized at a gas station in Norfolk when he purchased 
five gallons of gas and then vehemently demanded a receipt. He further 
stated that Norfolk citizens were driving the police force crazy phoning 
about the whereabouts of Dlllinger. He stated that Commander Decker of 
the Navy Yard was handling the robbery case and frequently came into see 
him about it but that no information had been developed to lead to the 
belief that Dlllinger was the robber. He stated thet he will call the 
Division in the event that anything develops relative to Dlllinger being 
implicated. 


I called the Maryland State Police at Baltimore and talked to 
night clerk Yost and he stated that he saw an article in Baltimore papers 
relative to Dlllinger being in Norfolk but had placed no faith in it. 

He was given the tag numbers of the car reported to have been seen in 
West Virginia and stated that he will refer the information to his super- 
iors in order that a look-out may be posted for this car. 

I talked to Lt. Smyth, in charge of the Traffic Division of the 
Baltimore Police, and he stated that he will flash the Illinois tag numbers 
to all police cars and advise the Division if any information relative to 
Dlllinger* s whereabouts is developed. 


Mr. Keith phoned Inspector Burke and furnished him with the infor- 
mation relative to the Illinois license tags alleged to have been on the 
car driven by Dlllinger and Inspector Burke said that he wou ld cooperate 
with the Division in any information secured.

T. CTfEdring- 
too, senior grade, U. S. N., ywd crafts 
pay ofllcer at the Norfolk Navy Yard, 
and locked him In a vault for several 
hours last night, escaped with ap- 
proximately $3,000, it was learned to- 
day. 

. Lieut. Edrington was in the vault 
counting his funds yesterday after- 
noon about 6 o'clock, when he was 
struck over the head by an unidenti- 
fied Intruder, naval officers said. The 
T"*n or men then swept up all cash In 
sight, locked the door with the officer 
Inside and escaped. 

Lieut. Edrington was found fay 
Chief Machinist's Mate Thomas and 
was released at 10:15 pm. When 
Lieut Edrington failed to return 
home at the usual time last night his 
wife became alarmed and called the 
duty officer at the yard. Thomas 
went to Lieut. JEdrington’a office, taw 
the vault closed and started a search

This is with reference to my loig distance telephone conversation 
with to* Stapleton of the Division yesterday afternoon at 3:50 o’clock, in 
rhich he requested information concerning the arrest in Jacksonville on March 30, 
1934, of IsabellatoesBmer by the police far investigation, it being remenbered 
she is the person who on torch 26, 1634, forwarded a toy gun by registered mail 
from Jacksonville to HarrypPierpont, care County Jail, lima, Ohio* I furnished 
to. Stapleton the details of this woman’s arrest and her statements thereafter 
made to Special Agent Shivers when he interviewed her at the city jail. An 
of her statements were contained in my letter of April 2nd to the Chicago office, 
copies of which were furnished the Division and other interested offices and 
should be at the Division at this time* 

Yesterday moming^tos. Mittie Tipton, policewoman, Jacksonville, 
advised that Isabella Messmer had been taken before the local police judge and 
while she was being questioned by the judge she became unruly and boisterous 
and very^ertinent in her replies to inquiries from the judge, whereupon he 
sentenced her to serve thirty days in the city prison farm. Mrs* Tipton also 
advised that the I'esaner woman attanpted to commit suicide by cutting one of 
her wrists but she only caused a superficial wound and bled very little. 

Stapleton at 4:30 P. M. yester4ej0 Police- 
woman Tipton (again called me aniD advised that at about 3:30 P. M. ^Isabella 
Idessner, throu^i tie efforts of"a local attorney, secured a pardon from her 
sentence of thirty days and a local charity organization purchased for her a 
charity bus ticket from Jacksonville to her home in Elwood, Indiana, and “that 
she left Jacksonville on a bus leaving at about 3:15 P. M.

’' oo sner, has no information whatsoever concerning Dillinger or his gang. Because 
of her ignorance, boisterousness and stupidity, very little reliance could be 
placed in her by high-powered gangsters.*

Copies 
of Identification Order 1217 were also left at the airport. Mr# Byrne 
stated that only two trips from the Grand Rapids airport have been made 
in the lest 30 days, and on both occasions passengers were local people 
known to him.

* * Information had been received at this office that a woman known 

as Fisher, of Whiting, Indiana, was approached during Februery by* a man and 
a woman who wanted her to deliver £ package to the County Jail at Crown 
Point, Indiana. In the belief that this might be connected with the /, 
Dillinger matter, Agent made the following investigation: 

At the Police Department, Whiting, Indiana, Chief Colline 
advised that a couple of months ago Mr* Fred Fisher reported to him that ■ 
a man and a woman had approached Mrs* Fisher to get her to take a package, 
presumably clothing, to the County Jail at Crown Pointy Indiana* It waa, . 
Collins* understanding that this package might have contained jewelry . - 
Which was stolen, and which was to be returned in order to assist a pris- 
oner who was them in Jail at Crown Point* Collins advised that the party 
who approached Mrs* Fisher told her to keep her mouth shut, and not to 
tell the Police* Collins stated that about that time one of his officers 
had seen e woman fitting the description of the woman who approached Mrs, 
iisher, standing near a bank, and that this woman questioned the officer 
at length concerning the number of man who guarded the bank. Collins 
believed that the approach to Mrs* Fisher was merely a ruse, and that the 
real intention of the party was to distract the attention of the Police 
so that the bank could be robbed without hindranoe* He furnished Agent . 
Mclntire with the report of the Police Officer, but no information of val- . 
ue is contained therein in addition, to that furnished by Lire. Fred Fisher ; ; 
and much of the information In said report is erroneouajfor that reason . 
it will not be set out herein*

Mrs, Fred Fisher, 1939 New York Avenue, second floor, 

Whiting, Indiana, advised Agent Mclntire that on Monday, February 5th, at 
about 2 o* clock in the afternoon, a man and woman, very well dressed, 
came to her home and without stating their names, asked her if she was 
Mrs, Fisher, The sen appeared to take the initiative, but soon the woman 
took the initiative. The woman advised Mrs,.Fishar that her husband (In- 
dicating tbe man with her) had taken * package from some place ifc Crown 
romt, Indiana, and that ho did not want to return with It, but they 
wanted to secure her assistance and have her return said package) that 
he did not disclose where he had gotten the package or 'rihen he hadgptten 
it, nor what the package contained. Ihay refrained from disclosing their

names by pretending not to hear Mrs. Fisher * a request for their names* 
Mrs. Fisher asked what kind of package it was and they merely stated that 
it was something they wanted delivered to the Jail, not mentioning what 
Jail (but presumably the qounty jail)*; They told Iflrs*. Fisher that aha.. J: 
should dress as a beggar woman; that, t^iey would take Jier. in "their car to 
Crown Point to the place where she was to deliver the package; that she: . 
was to go into the jail as a beggar woman, where she would be met by a 
very nice and sympathetic woman* It was not stated that this woman 
would receive her, but Mrs* Fisher was supposed to try to secure employ- 
ment* Yihile this was going on, the vomn who approached Mrs. Fisher 
was supposed to have driven down the street a block, and by that time 
would have returned, end come into the Jail, and in the presence of this 
sympathetic woman, hand Mrs* Fisher the package, stating words to this 
effect - "Here are your clothes, Mrs. Fisher", instructing her that aa 
soon as the package had been delivered by this unknown woman,' and this 
unknown women had left, Mrs* Fisher was to feign a headache; to place the 
package on the floor, and to tell the kind and sympathetic woman that 
she, Mrs* Fisher had a headache, and wanted to go down to the store and 
buy some headache tablets. At no time was Mrs* Fisher advised as to’ the 
contents of the package, but the unknown man and woman stated that the 
package would be wrapped as having come from Marshal Fields, Chicago* 


All the way through, Mrs, Fisher declined to perform this 
task. They then attempted to prevail upon her by offering her $100*00 be 
fore she had delivered the package. They stated they would give her 
$500.00 in all for having delivered the package. She staged that she* 
did not cafe to do this, fearing she would get into trouble. They told . 
her they would then return on the following Thursday, February 8th at 
two o’clock, and secure her decision, after she had talked it over with 
her husband. She insisted that she did not care to do it, end they than 
told her :”You are the Mrs* Fisher who has six children, and whose hus- 
band has been out of en^loyment for 4 years". They also told her that 
she was very hardup and she needed this money, and that this would be . 
easy money* . 


Then this men and woman took their departure, the woman again 
returned, having forgotten her poclcetbook. At this time she again urged 
Mrs* Fisher to deliver the package, and upon leaving she warned Mrs* * 
Flaher: "Be sure and kaep your mouth shut, and don’t toll the Police"* ... 




' '■ On the following Friday,' February 9th * instead of February "' 
8th, at 2 o’clock P.M*, a young Woman came to Mrs. Fisher’s home and sal id 
"My mother sent me over here to find out if you are going to take that .V 
package". .Mrs. Fisher was irritated and said "No", slamming, the door in. 
the girl’s face. • 'Sie girl stated .talking end Kjrs. Fisher again opened . .j 
the door and heard the girl say "You’d better take it, if you don’t we’ll 
take you for a ride". Mm Fisher informed that she had her husband give 
this information to the Police at lihiting, but advised that they did not 
act upon it* 

She declared that neither she nor her husband have been in 
any trouble in Whiting or anywhere else; that they have no connection 
with underworld characters, and she does not know how these parties got 
in -touch with her. She alleged that she had never seen them before, and 
she does not know where they live, although when asking where this women 
lived, the strange woman replied that she was stopping at the Edgewater' 
Beach Hotel in Chicago. She declared that she has not seen or heard of 
this strange woman since.

On April 2, 1934, Agent Caldwell interviewed Miss V. Bar te Ison, 
social worker, and Miss A* Alcott, Clerk , who advised that they had been ; 
connected with the clinic for approximately one year. They appeared to be 
refined and well educated. When questioned they were unable to furnish any 
information or recall anyone answering the descriptions of Pat; Char ring- 
ton. To their knowledge no one has been using the address 950 North Clark 
St. excepting the clinic. 


- " * Blmer Mllli, advised Agent Caldwell that he has been at the 

clinic for about three years; that lie is married end his wife lives 8 t 
204 North Orange Street, Peoria, Illinois, and he corresponds regularly 
with her. He stated that there were never any patients living in the 
building; that all mail was delivered to the office of the cllnlo; that 
he has received mall for no one but himself and has no knowledge of. any 
other mail coining to the clinic, or of anyone using the address 950 North 
Clark -Street. He also stated that there was never any woman entertained 
in the building.

A woman mm Into the office yesterday who rente the apartment house, end 
stated she rented a roon to a voeaa who paid fdPJOQ In advance, end said aha 
and her husband were going to live there* That eaa March 19th. The eosea 
said ahe later found out that two or three people had been coming in, aha 
looked auspicious* Hr* Borer gave bar a saber of photographs to look at, 
none of which she Identified* She had first £ 1 * 3 * the information to the 
Postal Inspectors, who reported it to the Suited States Attorney, and the 
latter reported it to our office* Hr* Borer knew of no particular reason 
why it had been reported to the Post Office authorities* Hr* Borer as signed ■ 
tec nen last might to cover the place, and they reported that there ns s '< 
nothing suspicions noted* Ha sent two Agents this morning to repart the 
natter to the ‘police Departu*it, and suggest that they look the place ovarf 
h ow ev er . Hr* Borer node no suggestions as to how ©any men they should take. 

After th«y arrived at the apartment, Agent Coulter celled Mr. Borer and 
told hin that when they tried to gain admittance the wonan cane to the 
door aads some excuse, shat the door and looked it* Hr* Borer then nailed 
Chief Dahl 11 to send additional nan to the place and he, himself, proceeded 
there flso* However, by that tine It was too late* Agents Coulter and Sails 
were assigned to this case* I impressed upon Mr* Borer the fact that in all 
such instances we should go on tha assumption that the situation is dangerous, 
and assign a sufficient umber of Agents, appropriately armed, to the ease, 
and not depend on the local police* Hr* Borer celled attention to the fact 
that they had no evidence of any violation* Z told him, however, that In such 
cases, even though only two Agents called at the apartment, there should be a 
sufficient number of additional Agents in the baokgrotmd, weH-araed, to ears 
for any emergency. Hr* Borer also stated that be assumed the Agents would 
take the proper precaution* X told bin that of course it is up to him as 
supervisor, to see that the proper steps are taken In such natters, and not 
leave it to subordinates to nake Hie proper arrangement ej that we will be sub- 
ject to very severe arltloisa for the meaner la which this case was handled* 


The only Indication they had as to the direction they went was that y 
they headed toward Minneapolis • Hr* Rarer stated that within twenty minutes 
he had telephoned everybody within the whole radius, and that within fifteen 
minutes they had started broadcasting* X directed Mr* HMr to give the matter 
dost vigorous attention, and that when such raids are to bo made, only one 
man should be taken from the local Police Department, for the sake of the 
necessary authority, and that the rest of the squad Should be made up of our 
ora Agonts* Hr. Rorer stated it warn entirely his fau lt for not having handled 
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the ease properly* Z told Hr* Borer that then Agent Coalter polled to advise 
his that he end lgent Bello had been refused admittance to the apartment, they 
should have st that time withdrawn fros the house end cov e red itfroa the 
outside rather then fro® the inside. Mr* Borer stated that while Agent Coulter 
was at the house suiting, a sen from the outside ease In end sen stopped ty 
Or* Coulter for questioning, hereupon the sen stated, "all right, if you mat 
it, 1*11 give it to you," and began shooting. Hr* Coulter also started firing* 
Bone blood was later found, but they didn't know if Hr* Coulter had hit the 
sen or not* 

I asked Hr* Borer who made the Identification of DlUinger* He 
stated an Agent was at the Polios Depertnant, waking a check with a Police 
Detective; that they had not yet checked the fingerprints, but had gotten 
out sone photographs of Dll linger, taken at the ages of three and eleven years, 
and notations on the backs thereof, to the affect that they sere the property , 
of Audrey Hancock; end that they rare also going through a bunch of newspapers 
fros Chicago concerning the Dillinger ease. Z inquired as to sty the finger- 
prints were being checked by the Police Detective* Hr* Barer stated he had 
no one there qualified; that Brennan is in Chicago; and that there is no other 
Agent there who has had this training. Z called Hr* Borer* 8 attention to the 
fact that in addition to the instructions contained in the Manual on how to 
take latent fingerprints, all the Agents in Charge md a number of Agents 
had received such ins tractions here, end that both he and Hr* Hannl should

Pursuant to telephone communica tion between-Special 
Agent in Chaise Wm. Larson of the Detroit office and the New York 
Division office during the night of April 4th, arrangements were 
made at the airport, Newark, New Jersey, to meat the United Air Lines 
plane due to arrive at 11:30 from Chicago and Cleveland. 

From the description furnished, no difficulty 
was experienced in identifying the woman suspected of being Evelyn 
/Q Freschetti. Upon questioning, she identified herself as Mrs. Betty 
Karp Marx, wife of Chico Marx, nationally known member of the

address was - given asll52 Sunsetdale Avenue, 7/est Hollywood, Los 
Angeles, California. The seven Agents assigned to this matter at 
the Newark airport were satisfied as to the correct identity of 
Mrs. Marx* 

Upon leaving the plane it had been observed she 
was acquainted with a gentleman, who, upon questioning, identified 
himself as being Allen H. Schwartz, attorney, of the law film of 
Schwartz &. Cooper, 105 West Monroe Street, Chicago, 111. The 
separate interviews with Schwartz and Mrs. Marx further established 
that their acquaintance had been casually formed since Schwartz 
embarked on the plane et Chicago. No embarrassment was caused to 
either Mrs. Marx or Schwartz. Each was furnished transportation 
by the Agents to their separate hotels. Schwartz was taken to the 
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Ambassador Hotel. Mrs. Marx was taken to the Park Central Hotel on 
Seventh Avenue. It was observed that the hotel clerk advised her 
husband, Chico Marx, was not presently in. Her baggage was sent 
to room 403, assigned to Chico Marx. As a friendly gesture in 
helping locate her husband, she was driven to Reubin*s Restaurant 
on Madison Avenue near 56th Street. There she introduced one of 
the Agents as "Mr. Smith" to proprietor Reubin, who readily addressed 
her as Miss Betty and informed her, without any suggestion on her 
part, "that her Chico" had not been there that night. She was 
driven back to the park Central. 

Mrs. Marx remarked that when at the Cleveland 
airport, a colored attendant had infonned her that two detectives 
were watching her closely and had indicated they were telephoning 
to New York City concerning her. She blamed the stupidity of the 
Cleveland detectives for this mistaken identity. The pretense of 
questioning her was that she might be the wife, who possessed the 
embezzled money of an absconding cashier from a Los Angeles national 
bank. She appeared to treat the matter a a a lark and a new ex- 
perience to write home about. Her description is as follows: 

Mrs. Chico (Betty Karp) Marx, 37 years, 5*2", 125 pounds, jet black 
hair, brown eyes, olive complexion, excellent teeth, neat dresser, 
vivacious and talkative.

In talking with “r. Clegg at St. Paul this morning he 
advised that they had an apartment under surveillance at the present 
.time the address of which Green has been calling for some time; that 
the indications are that Pi 1 linger has been and might possibly be in 
that apartment.

make a call on Dillinger perhaps and if he did our contact was to learn t k 
that he had done sow, and this afternoon real late or rather it was about 
10 o’clock tonight we got an annonymous phone call from a man who said his 
name was Hall from Hastings, Minn., which is out in the country from 8t. 

Paul and whs we had received previous rumors that he had been seen in £±x 
Hastings but they had been unverified. So this Mr. Hall was supposed to mee£ 
use at the circular bridge and direct us to the spot where he had seen 
Dillinger that afternoon. Then we got there we found that the man he believed 
to be Dillinger was occupying a hotel, we examined the contents of the room 
and found a man there who certainly not was Dillinger and had identifica- 
tion amrks although he was a moving picture actor. Those are Just two examples 
of the things that look real good that start comming in and which we run 
out , we have to take them in thftfcr apparent importance, these arc the two 
hottest leads that have come in in the last two days but of course they 
petered out. 

, At present in the St. Paul Office we are holding four individuals, 

Tom Slthilbin who is being ivestigated concerning the sale of automobiles to 
the Dillinger mob, he frankly admits that he sold the automobiles ib 
question to a woman and he has made a practically definite identification 
of MrsfStevens alias Mrs^ Green as the person to whom he sold these cars, 
but he continues to maintain his position did that he did not know that 
Dillinger was in any way interested in using these cars or in getting 
them in fact he did not know that Dillinger was in anyway concerned in the 
transaction. The newspapers this afternoon indicated that friends of Philbin 
wh$ is the slot machine boss in this territory was endeavoring to obtain a 
writ for his release so we went up and talked to the U. S. District Judge, 
and I believe that at least for another 24 hours he will be too busy 
conducting his own court to consider seriously releasing him, although we 
can’t hold this man indefinitely, we will hold him as long as we can. We are 
also holding in another room in the Office two negro women, Leona^ Goodman 
who was the owner of the residence on Rondo Street where Green was shot and 
who was approched by Green to obtain the contents of the apartment Marshall 
Street. We are also holding her sister LucyAJackson who acually first entered 
the Marshall Street apartment and who has worked as a majdLfor a really 
r emarkable list of knowns mobsters and their molls in this section. We are 
also holding in another romm, that makes four rooms, this socalled redheaded 
woman, I ^believe henna is the correct color of her hair, she states that 
her real'Esa name is Bessie^Skinner ,she has a son here in town who is 
about 18 years of age and of course this is rather an imposing lever to 
hold over her head as a means for obtaining information and she was living 
with Green the man who was shot as Mrs . and Mrs._Randell in and qp&rtment 
on Fremont Street in Minneapolis, 3300 Fremony Street^ thats where we found

The Detroit 
Office is acquainted with this situation and will continue the investiga- 
tion upon her arrival. The Chicago Office is likev/ise is also checking 
the apartment building where it has been rumored that members of the 
Dillinger mob are planning to obtain apartments at an early date. 

The Kansas City Office reports that Evelyn rj Fr echette has instituted 
divorc e proceedings in Chicago through an attorney named Biber,the Chicago 
Office is checking this. The Detroit Office of course will scon be covering 
t he leads on Opal Long, keeping her under surveillance and have reported 
the mailing of a letter which may have been mailed by suspected acquaintance 
of Dillinger in Detroit to a woman in St. Paul and that matter is being hand- 
led in St. Paul. 

In St. Paul numerous leads have been followed out but unfortunate- 
/ ly Dillinger has not been found. But h.:re are some typical examples of the 
work work we have have had to prform. This man green who was shot last 
Monday stated while in a semi conscious condition that John Dillinger was 
now located in apartment #4* 1833 Park Avenue in Minneapolis, and that 
apartment #4 was on the second floor of this building. The Agents questioned 
him while he was in a semi conscious condition and he repeated this address. 
Special Agents immediately placed the place under surveillance. I person- 
ally talked to Green after he had regained consciousness, mentioned this 
address to him attempting by inference to draw some s£*^nificant state- 
ment from him relative to it, but he promptly remarked that somebody had 
been talking out of turn and that we knew entirely too damn mutch. That 
made it look hot, therefore this afternoon after the place had been placed 
under surveillanee we raidedthe place rredxthwx and the apartment #4 which 
* located on the second floor had for sometime been occupied by a rather 
respectable family and their young child, investigation showed that they 
josBocEwere legitimate residents of this address, of c ourse that looked 
good aiP'the time and we gave it prior consideration] as well as this secontf 
example; We had received through a contact a reporx that Dillinger had 
been shot in the leg in the gun fight last Saturday, Green has stated 
that this is true and through a contact that has been forraedi we have 

learned that a Dr. Hall who is reuted to be a surgeon who will perform 
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machine guns, amiminition, bullet proof vests and other articles used by the elite 
of the underworld. She has been maintaining the posit^in of absolute denial of 
knowledge but she cannot keep that up forever, we will see that she doesn*t and she 
is now in fact beginning to weaken, in fact I talked to her tonight just before 
we went out on this raidand there, is another interesting if not profitable inf or ill- 
ation was obtained, the most important of which was this; that on Saturday after 
noon after the shooting on Lexington Avenue where an individual tried to shoot 
Special Agent Coulter there was a small reddish haired man who aalled at the home 
of the home of the mother of Green who was shot, stating that he was trying to get 
in touch with Eddie and Eddie not being present he left word for him to come to 
the boat house as qufely as he c^uld. Sometime later a big fellow, looked like 
a prize fighter and wore a sweater with a high collar called at Mrs. Green* s 
home tried to find Eddie and he to left simalar word that Eddie should try to 
get in touch with him at the boat house. Of course this maj or may not mean 
anything but it looks to us like maybe Dillinger and contacts were at the ±ta 
boat house however the woman states that Green did not proceed Immediately 
Note( at this point of the conversation we were disconnected and Mr. Clegg 
stated that he did not know who might be list^^ng in or how many and there - 
fore he stated that he would not say anything more). Mr. Clegg stated however 
that they have some very hot stuff and that they are going to run evey£thing put. 
That seemed to be about the situation they are getting a great number of phone 
calls, some of them have petered out but they are checking them as fast as 
they can and taking them up in thi&r apparent importance.

S! On receipt of the telegram of Reference this Agent lnmeaiateiy 

proceeded to the San Francisco Airport where, with the ' asAtatsJ^^jf ' the - 
Airport Traffic Manager, Mr* Robinson, the incoming passenger manifests ' 
for the past 3 days were carefully examined at which time the Airport of- 
ficials advised that none of the persons arriving at San Francisco fitted 
the descriptions of either John Dilllnger, John^Hemilton or Evelyn^Freeehette 
further, that the traffic during the past several days had been extremely 
light and that most of the persons were known to the Airport officials. 

A description of Dilllnger, Hamilton and Evelyn Frechette were 
left with the Airport officials, as well as the photograph or 1*0. of John 
Dilllnger, and they were requested to imnediately communicate with the San 
Francisco Office should they observe any person who fitted these descrip- 
tions. This request of the Airport officials was confirmed by letter. ; All ■* 
commercial ilnes operating in this district have their terminals at the 
San Francisco and Oakland Airports. Passengers arriving from the East ~ 
first alight at the San Francisco Airport, the ship thereupon returns to 
the Oakland Airport.
